This, the packers say, they 
aro prepared to stand to. 


Said Mr. Armour: 
''The resolutions havo 


been adopted aud thoy will be lived up to. 
They aro signed by all tho packers, and thoy 
represent tho unanimous feeling of tho em- 
ployers at this stage of affairs. 
For our- 


selves, we propose to sue it through, and I 
think that by Saturday at tho farthest wo 
shall bo running quito full. 
As for men, we 


have sent up some oOO men to tho yards to- 
day, and we havo more applications than wo 
need at once. Thero are plenty of men able 
and willing to go to work—swarms of them— 
and when they get to tho yards we propose 
that they shall bo wo'.l treated, well looked 
after, and fully protected. And what I say 
for ourselves can be said just as well for tho 
other houses, who aro determined to stand by 
tho agreement arrived at to-day."
